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Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding claim 1 and similarly claim 15, addition of the limitation constructing a purchase reportback 
message at said terminal at the time of an initial IPPV purchase changes the scope of the claims thus requiring further search and 
consideration. 

The applicant argues that Chaney in view of Mobley and Wasilewski fail to teach the head-end determining if a user can purchase an 
IPPV program [Remarks, page 9, last two lines] and that there is no need to report back to the service provider's head-end what value is 
stored on the user's system [Remarks, page 10, lines 1-5]. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees because Chaney in view of Mobley and Wailewski teach the head-end determining if a user can 
purchase an IPPV program by receiving request to purchase IPPV programs and updating/sending entitlements to the user enabling 
viewing/billing of the program (Chaney-col. 3, lines 59-67; in which a card with initial entitlement information is provided to the user and the 
service provider updates the card from the head-end; col. 1 1 , lines 5-13 in which the user request an IPPV purchase and col. 10, lines 49- 
56 in which the service provider updates and enables EMM to be sent to the user enabling IPPV purchase). Furthermore, Chaney 
teaches the report back function is desirable because it provides a method to enable user to obtain updated impulse entitlements when 
the initial entitlement data the user has locally is insufficient to view the desired program (Chaney- col. 10, lines 49-56; col. 1 1 , lines 5-9, 
43-47). 

The applicant's arguments are not persuasive.. 
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
